New postal money orders 
designed to cut In half their 
'processing time through the 
banking channels will be 
placed oh sale throughout 
the nation on October 0, 
Postmaster General* Law- 
rence F.. O'Brien announced 
today. 

The new money orders 
wcTc developed in coopera- 
tion with the hanking indus- 
try, They will 1>6 gray-lint- 
cd and slightly larger, mak- 
ing them compatible with 
checks used throughout the 
banking system. 

The bank routing number 
which identifies the Post Of- 
fice Department's account is 
printed on the money orders 
in magnetic ink, enabling 
the banks' check sorting ma i 
chines to .process them at 
high speeds. 

With the new issuance, 
money-orders -can now be 
processed entirely by ma- 
chines from the time of pur- 
chase through commercial 
banks to : Federal Reserve 
Banks and the Post Office 
Department's Money Order 
Division. 

This marks (he first major 
change in the money order 
form since 1063 when the 
Post Office Department 
placed special punch - type 
money, order issuing ma- 
chines in every U. S. post 
office both at home and 
abroad. These machines arc 
now being adapted to accom- 
modate the new money or- 
ders. 

■This change is a further 
effort by the Post Office De- 
partment to utilize modern 
methods to process the large 
volume of postal money or- 
ders issued annually. Dur- 
ing fiscal year 11)00, nearly 
214 million money orders 
were issued in the United 
States and over 700' thousand 
were . issued for payment 
abroad.

Residents of Antioch will 
be offered an opportunity to 
ZIP Code their mailing lists 
during October, Postmaster 
Joseph Wolf announced to- 
day. 

Letter carriers will deliver

.In rural areas and cities 
with one ZIP Code assigned, 
only an out-of-town card wilt 
be delivered since all local 
addresses will -have the same 
ZIP Code. 

"This is a good time to get 
thTtZK? .Codes.' missing from 
your ■: lists,'* Postmaster Jos- 
eph Wolf noted. "This Christ- 
mas, ZIP Code will be as im- 
portant as shopping and 
mailing early for the effi- 
cient and on-time delivery of 
the record - breaking ava- 
lanche- of mail expected in 
the pro-holiday weeks." 

After filling hi the street 
number, city and state, the 
cards are to be mailed back 
to the postmaster. Post of- 
fice personnel will add the 
proper ZIP Codes and return 
the cards to the sender. 

President Johnson has pro- 
claimed October 10-15 us 
"ZIP Code Week" to promote 
greater usage of ZIP Code. 
-Only addresses, not names 
of correspondents, should be 
listed on. the cards, the pots- 
master said. ZIP Codes rep- 
resent delivery areas for the 
postal service, not individ- 
uals..

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Tax Questions On Ballot 

■• Lake County voters" in the November 8 elec- 
tions will have several-chances to do something 
about taxes. At least, local and state taxes. 

They'll get a chance to vote into effect ceil- 
ings on three county funds: the board of health, 
the county general operating fund, and the TR 
sanitarium I' it-nil. 

As voters, tire not too happy with the tax 
situation as it is, it seems almost certain that they 
will avail' themselves of the chance to put the 
county on a 'restricted. .budget. 

The lax ceilings .would have little, if, any, 
immediate effect on real estate taxes. Only one 
fund - is now levying more than the proposed ceil- 
ings, the "county general fund. However, it would 
lu^lp to guard against much higher' taxes in the 
future: 

- ' \ On the state level, voters AyiU bo ttekccl to ap- 
prove or reject "revision o't the^KQvenue Article. 
The. revision is designed to bring more money in- 
to the "state- coffers, while its proponents-claim, 
distributing the- fax load more-cqUably. 

The final say-so on the tax provisions would 
be up to the IkMierai Assembly. The main argu- 
ments advanced for the revision are that it would 
abolish the personal property tax .and pura-3 per 
cent limit 'on the state income tax. 

Most, people dislike the personal property 
tax and "would like to be rid of it. If you think

Many people would tike 
Ihe Federal Government to

.fix and regulate the rate of 
iifterest to be paid on depos- 
its by financial institutions. 
They' argue that if Congress 
were lo dictate a maximum 
interest rate of 4V*>9r on 
funds deposited in banks 
and savings and loan com-' 
panics, borrowers in turn 
would be able to make loans 
aP lower interest rates. 

However, in the legisla- 
lation proposed to the Con- 
by Representative 
Wright Patnian of Texas, 
Chairman ofjhe House Com- 
mittee, on Hanking, and Ctir- 
renc y. only certificates of de- 
posit In amounts less .than 
$100,000 would be limited to 
a 4 lif percent rate -of inter- 
est. Holders. of certificates 
of deposit in amounts of 
$100,000 or more could be 
paid interest at a rate of 5V_> 
per cent*. Accordingly a high- 
er rate of interest would lie 
paid to the corporate or large 
investor, whereas Ihe depos- 
i tor wi th limited funds would 
be rcstTicl(Td"UrilTe~4 W*fc re- - 
turn. The inequity in this 
approach was recognized by 
I lie (louse of. .Representa- 
tives, with Hie. result lliat the 
discrimination lieiween large 
and small depositors . was

•Ever since tin Inventive 
genius of the 14th century 
set flame to gunpowder— 
shooting fire through a small 
hand ennnen fastened to a 
wooden stock— man htis bus- 
ily been engaged in refining 
the use of firearms. 

The fact that the "marks- 
man" of that erq, was hurled 
back almost as far as his 
projectile fired did Utile to 
slow down the march of ad- 
vanced gunnery. In fact, by 
the end of the century, 
bronze handguns were being 
used, most notably in the 
famed battle of Tanncnherg 
in 1309. 

Yet one big problem re- 
mained: How could the -vin- 
tage 1 sharpshooter hold and 
aim his firearm , . .and 
somehow touch a match to a 
supply of gunpowder to ig- 
nite the charge?' 
. The matchlock, invented 
Jn the late 1400's helped 
solve the problem'. It en- 
abled, a rifleman, to pull a 
trigger carrying , a slowly 
burning cord to a touch-hole 
to ignite the powder charge. 
Improvements in design also 
result in lighter weight 
guns with stocks similar in 
shape to those used today. 

But shooters still had to 
struggle with a veritable 
one-man arsenal: _a_ musket 
rest, powder horn, bullet 
bag, match cord, musket 
case, and a* source of fire not 
too far away. And, oh yes, 
one other thing— a sword, In 
case the blasted thing didn't 
blast. 

Yet matchlocks were the 
talk of hand munitions people 
for centuries. All of the 
Thirty Years' War (181840) 
was fought with matchlocks, 
and some military writers of 
the' age claimed its superior- 
ity even over the later-devel- 
oped wheel, lock. 

Louardb" da Vinci made 
some of the earliest known 
drawings of wheel locks. . - 
. These guns operated some- 
what like today's cigarette 
lighter: a serrated wheel was 
set to spin against a flint, 
thereby producing sparks 
and putting the pow to 
priming powder. 

The wheel lock gave the 
sportsman his first fairly ef- 
ficient rifle. As the 17th 
century approachd, interests 
of gun designers ttirned to 
Hie. development, of .this idea 
for bunting guns. Because of 
its complexity, it was loo 
high priced for the average 
military firearm.- But for the 
affluent — including those 
who hired the guns that de- 
fended their duchies"-— no 
price was , too much to pay 
for a good weapon to down 
pheasant and deer. 

In fact, an early repeating 
wheel lock • rifle has been 
traced to 1054. It had only 
one barrel, but incorporated 
two locks attached to a sin- 
gle lockplate with one-trig- 



ger. 'Pretty advanced for 
thai. age! 

Flintlocks exploited their 
way into (lie small arma- 
ments race at about this 
time, and were (here to stay 
until the 19th century.- In 
time, this dovlce— a kind of 
•'Hint and steel" sot sparked 
by the striking of flint in 
tho hammer against a metal 
plate — became standard 
equipment the world over. It 
also ' was a favorite among 
pioneers In America's heart- 
lands, i 

In fact,, the development 
of gunnery' advanced rapid; 
ly and '-efficiently on U. S. 
Shores and was a guiding 
force In the burgeoning im-. 
age of American" "know 
how.!' 

That was the age of the 
craftsman. One such pion- 
eering artisan — Eliphnlct 
(Lite) Remington — toiled 
many weeks over a lohg ; bar- 
rcled flintlock rifle, which 
lie took to a shooting match 
in his native upstate New 
York. 

Pitted against the best 
marksmen from several 
counties, lie gained second 
prized The real winner: ad- 
vanced riflery. Many crack 
marksmen in the contest 
marveled over Remington's 
rifle _.and placed orders— 
and the Remington Arms 
Company was founded. 

That was exactly ISO years 
ago. After an early start as 
a maker of sporting rifles 
and barrels Remington land-, 
ed an army contract and -was 
soon producing muskets at 
the rale of 1,000 per month. 
Mechanical improvements 
were added, almost year-by- 
year. Cast steel barrels pro- 
vided new safety and accur- 
acy.. . . attractive brass-fur- 
nitured models came on the 
scene and are "still treasured 
by collectors) - .- . ; the great 
Remington rolling block ac- 
tion provided- the . Indian 
fighters and hunters in the 
late 19th century with the 
finest singleshot action made 

in that day Remington- 

Schuetsten rifles were tiic 
talk of target matches wher- 
ever marksmen congregated. 
These contests ..came to be 
known as Schuetzen matches 
— and were popular until 
World War I. 

More recently, Remington 
has_ turned its sights to new 
processes fpr lightness, com- 
pactness and easy handling 
firearms. Since 1945, It 
has produced a host of new 
center fire cartridges as well 
— from flat shooting varmint 
-calibers, . through medium 
sized big game loads, to 
belted magnum cartridges. 
Remington revolutionized 
shotgun shell design with 
plastic loads, innovated in 
1960. Three years ago, a 
new plastic way column was 
introduced, improving pat- 
lerns—and=rcducing_rocoll.

Wedding Bells 
Sound Oftener 

New York (WMNSJ— If you 
have the feeling •you'. -gave 
Jots more wedding presents, 
last year than in previous 
years, you're right, You 
did. According to statisti- 
cians at . the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, 
wedding bells sounded for 
001,760 American couples 
and 145,510 Canadians in 
1065, increases of more than 
120,000 and almost 8,000 re- 
speetively.- 

Romancc aside, why did so 
many more Americans 
choose to marry in 1065? "In 
tlie United ' States, the in- 
creasing concern about the 
growing involvement in .the 
conflict in Viet Nam contrib- 
uted to the upswing," the 
report noted. As a conse- 
quence, almost eight per- 
cent more marriages occur- 
red in the second half of 
1965 than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1064. 

Not ■ unexpectedly, the 
greatest rise occurred In 
July and August, just before 
the Executive Order- of Ait- 
gust 26 which removed' the 
special draft deferment rules 
for men who married after 
that date. "Ih fact, July and 
August marriages .were more 
numerous in, 1965 than in 
any other year except 1946, 
when the aftermath of World 
War .

MUST A HUSBAND PAY 
HIS WIFE'S BILLS? 

,Wlio is responsible for tho 
debts of a family? 

Illinois law. holds both hus- 
band and wife personally re* 
sponsible for family debts. 
Any family expenses incur- 
red' by cither partner be- 
come the joint legal obliga- 
tion of the couple. 

This liability for debts is 
binding on tiic couple even 
if the husband is a minor un- 
der- 21 years of age- and/or 
the wife is under 18. 

Under Illinois law, both 
the minor husband and wife 
become "emancipated" from 
the protective status - of a 
minor when married, assum- 
ing tiic marriage met all the 
legal . requirements. Also, 
emancipation ends the legal 
obligation of parents to sup- 
port a son or daughter. 

The legal aspects of mar- 
ried life arc discussed in a 
pamphlet entitled "Advice 
to Ncwlywcds," published; by 
the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation. II urges newlyweds 
to discuss with an attorney 
I lie legal questions and 
transactions they will face In 
marriage so as to avoid any 
problems later on. 

Tlic_stntc__rccogniics the 

obligation of tho husband to 
support tils wife and chil- 
dren. However, tho wife 
maybe responsible for the 
support of her husband un- 
der . certain circumstances, 
such as an incapacitating ill- 
ness which prevents him 
from providing for the fam- 
ily. . 

Tiic pamphlet advises ncw- 
lywcds to keep records of. 
their - financial - -affairs,— to- 
savp. receipts and cancelled 
c.h c c k s. All obligations 
should be paid by check if 
possible, it suggests, since 
checks constitute legal proof 
of the expenditures.
